report that dollar volume of back- 
to-achool buying is running from 
10 to 35 per cent ahead of last 
year. 


Business may be even batter in 


the yean ahead. The school age 
population may Increase by more 
than one-third in the next ten 
years and not reach its peak be- 
fore 1964, aa the record baby 
crops of the war and postwar 
years pass through the primary 
and secondary schools.

.^ie Communists second class citizens? 
In the opinion of Bruce Biossat, NEA editorial writer, 


that's what they'll be if the drastic anti-Red bill passed 
by the House is enacted into law. 


Both individually and in action or "front" groups 


they'll have to register their Red affiliation with the fed- 
eral government. This wouldn't be required of Repub- 
licans, Democrats, Socialists or anybody else. 


They'll be denied passports, barred from non-elective 


government service and defense jobs, required to label 
their mail when it's distributed by Communist groups, 
and to identify their radio and television broadcasts - 
similarly. 


Penalties for failure to comply with these provisions 


would run as high as five years' imprisonment, $10,000 
fine, or both. 


Why is such harsh treatment being proposed for Ameri- 


can Reds? Because it's well established (by evidence 
convincing to a U. S. Jury) that Communist Party mem- 
bers and great numbers of sympathizers are actually the 
servants of Russia. They can't be. brushed off merely as a 
special breed of political enthusiasts. 


The legislation is designed to cripple their visible 


activities in behalf of the Soviet Union. Arguments that 
it would drive Communism underground are shallow. 
It's always been there and will continue to be. The point 
is, it thrives on being 'both above anid, ,-below^ ground, on 
cloaking itself in the ways of "deirroctacy, distorting free in- 
stitutions to serve the ends"'of .tyranny." 
• . 
. 


The House-approved bill is aimed" at exposing the false" 


fronts and deceitful poses the-EReds" use above ground. It 
seeks to label every Red- move for what it really is. That 
it would largely achieve that goal is suggested by the Com- 
munists' thunder in opposition to the measure. 


But the bill is admittedly,strong medicine. It amounts 


to pinning the Red Star on every American showing Com- 
munist allegiance, and pushing, him 'Tb.eyond the borders 
of accepted U.'S. society. - -'• 


Yet it's clear something must be done to curb the Reds. 


Their purpose, to subvert American democracy and -yield 
this country to Russian domination, is unmistakable. Are 
we to stand by helplessly while they pursue this aim? 


If the drastic House proposals are not the remedy, 


the burden is on those who say it isn't, to come up with 
a better answef. President Truman's counter-program is 
not only feeble; it's downright funny. 


He , asks fot a provision requiring registration of 


trained saboteurs and spies. Forcing Communists and 
sympathizers to register isn!t#so tough; the FBI knows 
them by the thousands. But can you imagine any paid 
Russian agent worth his keep marching up to register with 
the U. S. government? 


It'll take weightier White House thinking than that to 


devise a temperate alternative to the House anti-Red bill. 
For it won't be easy to develop effective curbs that still 
would leave the Communist a first-class American. Or to 
prove he deserves to be one. 


BOND DRIVE INFORMAL - - - JUST SALES! 


U. S. Treasury's savings bond division will step up 


its sales campaign about Nov. 1. A new poster has been 
prepared for the effort. It shows an American flag with 
the slogan, "NOW—Let's ..All Buy Bonds." This won't 
be a formal bond drive like the Liberty Bell campaign 
earlier this year. There won't be a dollar-volume sales 
goal. Purpose of the new sales effort will be to help ab- 
sorb overtime pay and increased earnings resulting from 
greater employment and higher defense production.

soaking up some of this surplus cash, in savings, it is 
hoped to reduce in some measure the inflationary threat 
resulting from greater supply of money in circulation. 


SPECIAL COMBAT TEAMS 


Korean communiques and mobilization orders have fo- 


cused attention on what the Army calls a "regimental 
combat team." 


The regular infantry division is built on three regi- 


ments of 3,000 men each, plus special weapons and service 
troops. The regimental combat team is a small division 
or task force, more or less complete in itself. There is 
no standard organization, but a regimental combat team 
may have as many as 5,000 men. 


In addition to the 3,000 regular infantry troops, there 


may be assigned to it companies or battalions of engineers, 
anti-aircraft or heavy artillery, tanks, flame throwers or 
whatever else may be considered necessary for its special 
mission.

Disabled Get Greater Benefits 
With Expanded Social Security

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—In addition to the changes in Old Age 


and Survivors Insurance benefits, the new Social Security Law 


just passed by Congress brings in a number of new relief benefits for 
various classes of disabled people. Most of this comes under the gen- 
eral heading of public assistance to the needy. It is administered 
principally through Federal grants of money to the States. 


The old law provided for assistance to three classes of people: 1— 


The aged needy of 65 and over. 2—The blind. 3—Children under 16 
and from 16 to 18 if regularly attending school. The new law adds 
another class: 4—The permanently and totally disabled needy who 
are over 18 years of age.. 


The basis on which Federal funds will be granted to the States to 


supplement thair own1 funds is kept practically the same as it was. 
Benefits were increased, however, and the Federal contribution will 
therefore be greater. Also, it was provided that the relative with 
whom a dependent, needy child is living shall be included for Federal 
aid, within arr individual maximum of $27 a month. 


Federal grants to the States are calculated on the basis of three- 


fourths of the State's first $20 or average monthly payments, plus 
one-half of the remainder, within a maximum of $50 per month per 
individual. As every State has a different schedule of payments, it is 
impossible to make, up any national tables to show payments. 
TJUT here is a typical example: If a given State's average monthly 


benefit payment is $20, the Federal government will pay three- 
fourths of this amount, or $15. 


If another State's averag* is $25, the Federal government will pay 
$15 of the first $20, plus one-half of the remaining $5, or $2.50 In 
other words, Federal contribution is $17.50, State's own contribution 
is merely $7.50. 


The new formula for aid to dependent children is as follows: The 


Federal government will contribute three-fourths of the first $12 of 
average monthly payments per child, plus one-half of the remainder 
within individual maximums of ?27 a month for the first child, plus 
$18 a month for each additional child. 


Again, rates of payment vary from State to State. 
Payment for medical care to the needy is broadened under the 


new Social Security bill. It provides that the Federal government 
will share in direct payments to medical practitioners and other sup. 
pliers of remedial care. The limitation on such payments is that they 
must fpjjl within the maximums set for individual payments. 


This Federal aid for medical care will also be furnished to the 


needy who are in public medical institutions, other than those for 
mental disease and tuberculosis. 


Effective July 1, 1952, a State must disregard earned income ot up 
to $50 a month for an individual claiming aid to the blind. 


From Oct.. 1, 1949, to June 30, 1953, any State which has not had 
its'plan for aid to the blind approved by the Federal government on 
Jan. i, 1949, must have its plan so approved. The Federal grant to 
such State is to be based only on expenditures made in accordance 
with income and resources requirements of individuals receiving aid 


If a1 State plan for aid '• the needy disabled and the blind provides 


for payments to Individuals *ii institutions, the State must have a 
State Authority to establish and mainlain standards after July 1, 1953 


In aid. for dependent children, the States must provide for prompt 


notice to law enforcement officials in any case where aid b&s been

Though they seem to be chiefly 


delicious juice, actually they have 
a lower water content than aspar- 
agus, celery, cucumbers and let- 
tuce: and ot all the vine crops, 
stand drouth the best. 


Watermelons are usually grown 


In hills, which may be as close to- 
gethei; as three leet each way, in 
small gardens. Such close spacing 
is likely to reduce the size of the 
fruits, and more room should be 
given where possible. Seeds should 
be sown in warm soil, and if the 
nights continue cold it may be de- 
sirable to protect the young plants 
at first with waxed paper tents. 


Heavy fertilizing pays -well with 
this crop. As much as a pint ot 
balanced plant food may be mixed 
well with the soil beneath each hill 
several days before the seed is 
planted. Or use « shovel of \vell 
Totted manure, and half a pint ol 
plant food. Sow ten seeds to the 
hill and thin out to the two strong- 
est plants that develop. 


Do not harvest watermelons until 


they are ripe, as they improve in 
flavor very little after they are 
picked. It takes some study to de- 
termine when a melon is ripe, with- 
out '"pluRginE" it. Thumping is one 
test, ripe melons giving * dead flat
